With the corning year, the Board 


will put into execution a plan for dis- 
seminating knowledge of what is re- 
quired by the law 
u dealing with 


communicable disease. A circular 
setting forth the teijuireiueuts is in 
process of preparation. This circular 
will be mailed to the head of each 
household in which contagious dis 
eases are reported. We hope by this 
means to secure a better observation of 
the law', at least lemoving the plea of 
ignorance of the law iu the occasional 
cases, of flagrant disregard of common 
sense across which we fre<iu«Mitly run. 


Nuisances. 


Nine complaints were laid before 


the Board this year. Upon investiga- 
tion, two were found to be groundless. 
The balance were abated without the 
necessity of recourse to legal proceed- 
ings* 


By renwu of the brief period between 


the closing oftbeyear aud the first 
meeting of the Council, at which the 
law requires this report to be uiaae, 
aud the latitude given bv law to phy- 
sicians in making certain reports, it is 
impossible lo complete the report of 
Morbidity mid Vital Statistics. These 
heads will therefore, as last year, be 
made the subject of a supleuiental re- 
port at a later date. 


In accordance with the Act of As- 


sembly we estimate the expenses tor 
1912 will be f 1*00 and respectfully re- 
quest an appropriation of that amount 
such part as may be convenient to be 
available at once.

Or. J. A Singmaster Will Present 


Position of Town for a Celebration 
Lent Enough to be Successful. 


The Citizens' Committee on the Fif- 


tieth Anniversary of the Battle of 
Gettysburg had a meeting on last Fri- 
day evening. Dr. J. A. Singmaster. 
chairman of the committee, presided. 
and others present were Hon. W T 
Higgler, Hon. D. P. McPherson, lion' 
Theo McAllister, Wm. Arch. McClean. 
John A. Cox and R. C. Miller. 


The situation as it has been studied 


and 
canvassed 
was 
discussed 
at 


length. The committee were or' one 
opinion that the objections to a four 
days' celebration are uusurmouatable 
and could have but one end—a monu- 
mental failure. The length of time to 
be given to the celebration varied in 
the opinion of the committee 'out \va>= 
averaged at not less than four weeks. 
This would give time for State cele- 
brations, veteran unions with the pro- 
posed four big events so scattered and 
arranged as to keep the crowd a mov- 
ing one. 


The first big event could for in- 


stance be made the military one, and 
ten thousand or more of the Regular 
Anm and XaMonal uuard be brought 
here to panicipate in the event and 
it would take about that number to 
make a display commensurate with 
the 
occasion. 
The 
military 
event 


could be pulled off and the partici- 
pants started homeward before the 
next event, say the civic celebration, 
came off. The host of civic organiza- 
tions from the cities and surrounding 
territory could get into the town then 
ami out b-jfore the next big event. 


The Veterans' event may be more of 


a prolonged affair, for the G. A. R. 
commander has a committee of three 
from each State considering the part 
to be taken in the celebration by the 
u. A. R. and the Veteran event might 
be preceded by the National Encamp-, 
ment of the G. A. R. and if this should 
happen the town and environments 
would have enough to do, with the 
hel|> the Nation and State shall give 
to devote undivided attention to the G. 
A. R. Dedication of Lee's Equestrian 
Statue and the Sedgwick Equestrian 
Statue might be arranged for during 
the celebration and each made a great- 
event. 


An or-casion could also be provided 


for the meeting of the Confederate 
camp? and this moving celebration 
could march forward to the climax 
of a Peaece Jubilee and with a proces- 
sion of events and moving crowd the 
capacity of the town accommodation-3 
could be quadrupled, for where it 
could care for but 10,000 to 12,000 for 
a single massed event, in a celebration 
of four weeks with a changing crowd 
every week, the town could be depend- 
ed upon to :?ive four times the accom- 
modation aii<l that alone would go far 
to make the anniversary a great sue 
cess. 


As the celebration is viewed at this 


end of the line it seems to our people 
that, the commission and Congression- 
al Committee should put the event as 
quickly as possible into the hands of 
a director general with authority to 
create all the clepaitments that may 
be needed to make a successful cele- 
bration. There is need of a transpor- 
tation department as quick as it can 
be put. to work. A sanitary depart- 
ment to look after the proper sanitary 
care of the public at Gettysburg, and. 
to prevent the outbreak of any pesti- 
lence during or after the event.

about Washington. What we want in 
a memorial to Lincoln is something 
which will be of practical use and an 
effective expression of the love ant 
veneration of the American people for 
their greatest president."
